Tuition Assistance – Civilian Employees 
 
 This Fort Detrick Garrison program is subject to availability of funds.  USAG 
will pay 75% of tuition for approved courses.  Due to the Commercial Activities Study, 
Garrison employees will be afforded the opportunity to attend college/universities and 
trade schools during non-duty hours to acquire career-enhancing skills.  Each 
employee will be limited to $3,500.00 per fiscal year, and funding is subject to 
availability of funds.
